T>«  case   of   the   French    mail   packet 
■Btarn,  which   was  detained  in  this  port  a 
full    week    beyond    her    regular    time     on 
account  of  the  inability  of  the  government 
to  decide   whether   or    not    to   permit    the 
landing  of  a  large  number  of  Turkish  immi- 
grants, is  one  which  merits  more  attention 
than  it  has   thus  far  received.    We  do  not 
undertake  to  say  whether  the  government 
should,  or  should  not,  receive  immigrants 
of  this  class,  but  we  do  say  that  the  author- 
ities should  decide  every  question  of  this 
character  promptly  and  then  adhere  to  it  so 
that  the  steamship  companies  may  not  be 
subjected    to  unnecessary  delays   and   ex- 
penses.    We  understand  that  many  of  these 
Turks  brought    money    and   merchandise 
with  them,  and  that  others   came  out  to 
join  relatives  or  were  under  labor  contracts 
1"    this   country.     They    are    perhaps    no 
worse  than   many  others   introduced  from 
Italy  and  elsewhere,  but,  however  this  may 
be,  il  the  authorities  consider  them  undesir- 
able then  let  the  Brazilian  consuls  ami  the 
steamship  agencies   in  Europe   be  advised 
that  they  will  not  in  future  be  permitted   to 
land.     Wailing  until  their  arrival  and  then 
refusing  to  permit  their    landing    is  sheer 
injustice,  and  if  to  this  be  added  the  delay 
ol  one  week  in   the  departure  of  a  steamer 
carrying  passengers,  mails   and   freight,  we 
have  a  case  against  the  government  of  grave 
importance.

to  Europe,  and   we   have  a  slate  of  affairs 
connected    with  the  service  of  immigration 
which  reflects  very  little  credit  on    Brazil 
Perhaps  it  will  some  day  he  admitted  that 
the  warnings  given   in  these  columns  were 
not  without  cause.  \ 


is  not  so  long  ago  that  sentiments  of  a  very 
different  character  were  expressed    in  the 
columns  of  that  journal.      We  may  be  per- 
mitted to  state,  however,  that  the  rights  and 
privileges  which  we  have  enjoyed  thus  far 
have  not  been  materially  jeopardized  by  the 
mistaken  zeal  of  the  Portuguese  minister, 
nor  are  they  likely  to  be  secured  to  us  more 
fully  by  the  republican   party,  of  which  our 
colleague  is  the  chosen  leader.     There  may 
not  be  as  prompt  and  just  an  execution  of 
the  laws  as   we  could   wish,  the   respect  for 
contracts  and  agreements   is  not  quite  what 
we  could  desire,  and  there  is  at  times  more 
or  less  usurpation  on  the  part  of  officials- 
but  in  all  this  the  native  is  quite  as  much 
a  sufferer  as  the  foreigner.     We  do  not  ask 
exemption  from  legal  and  uniform  penajties 
where  we  break  the  laws  of  the  country,  nor 
do   we   ask    for   special    privileges.      In  all 
this,  however,  there  is  an  impression  among 
us— perhaps  an    erroneous  one— that    all 
these  rights  and  privileges    will  be   better 
guaranteed  under  the  present  form  of  gov- 
ernment than  under  the  impending  republic. 
We  have  really  less  to  complain    of  here 
than  have  our  friends  in  neighboring  repub- 
lics.    The  empire  may  not  be  very  lively 
and  ambitious,  hut  it  lets  us  alone  in  many 
respects  where  our  nominally  free  neighbors 
are  continually  meddling.     We  are  much 
obliged  to  the  Pah,  however,  for  its  kind 
intentions,    but  we  trust   we  shall   not  be 
compelled  to   take  shelter  behind  so  un- 
certain an  aegis.     And,  still  further,  we  do 
not  care  to  figure  as  "privileged  guests."  We 
are   here  by  right,  our  money  is  invested 
here,  enormous  sums  of  capital  belonging 
to  our  countrymen  at  home  are  invested  in 
this   country,   and   we  consider  it  our  duty 
and  privilege  to  look  after  these  matters  in 
our  own   way  and  according  to  our  own 
judgment.

— The  department  of  agriculture  has  called  for 
proposals  to  establish  two  cafes  in  the  park  at  the 
Praca  da  Acclamacao. 

—It  is  said  that  Ikrao  de  Gualiy,  who  led  the 
triplicate  list  for  the  Bnhia  senatorship,  now  sings

— The  British  squadron  stationed  on  this  coast, 
comprising  the  gunboats  Cltopatta,  Swallow  and 
Flamingo,  arrived  here  from  Montevideo  on  the 
2nd  Inst, 

— There  was  a  cabinet  conference  at  the  foreign 
affairs  office  on  the  night  of  the  1st  inst.  over  the 
settlement  of  the  Missiones  boundary  question. 
It  is  rumored  that  the  government  lias  resolved  to 
accept  the  proposal  lor  arbitration. 

— The  United  Siales  and  Brazil  Mail  Steamship 
Company  has  appealed  to  the  council  of  stale 
against  the  decision  of  the  government  in  refusing 
lo  accept  their  plea  against  the  fine  imposed  for 
delay  in  replacing  the  wrecked  steamer  Reliance. 

— The  Gazeta  de  N'oticias  of  the  1st  says  that  the 
Empress  was  robbed  of  her  cloak  when  the  im- 
perial family  arrived  here  on  their  return  from 
Minas.  Her  Majesty's  gentleman-ill-wailing  had 
charge  of  the  cloak,  but  in  a  crush  caused  by  the 
thieves  it  disappeared. 

— A  number  of  Campos  planters,  with  ISarao  de 
Miranda  at  their  head,  have  applied  to  the  minister 
ol  agriculture  to  introduce  12,000  coolies  from 
British  India.  The  minister  refused;  the  British 
government  would  also  have  had  something  to  say 
about  the  matter. 

— The  Emperor  lias  conferred  the  decoration  of 
the  offid'alala  of  the  Order  uf  the  Rose  upon 
Capt.  Beets,  of  the  United  States  and  Brazil  SS. 
Co's.  mail  steamer  Allianca,  in  recognition  of  his 
bravery  and  skill  during  the  fire  which  broke  out 
on  board  on  the  8th  ult. 

—The  difficulty  that  arose  from  the  authorities 
forbidding  the  Turks  arrived  here  by  the  Bittrn  to 
land,  has  finally  been  settled  by  the  government 
permitting  the  greater  part  ol  them  to  come 
ashore.  Why  did  the  aui  horities  make  such  a 
show  if  ihey  knew  they  would  have  to  back  down  ? 

— On  the  2nd  inst.  our  esteemed  colleague  the 
Gazeta  de  tVotitias  entered  upon  its  fifteenth  year  of 
a  prosperous  career.  The  Gazeta's  editors  and 
proprietors  have  every  reason  to  congratulate  them- 
selves upon  the  success  of  their  journal,  which  has 
met  a  want  that  was  lelt  by  the  public,  and  met  it 
with  ability  and  success. 

—According  to  the  daily  reports  the  deaths  in 
this  city  reached  1,556  hi  June,  of  which  46  from 
yellow  fever  and  126  from  other  fevers,  81  from 
beti-beti,  160  from  consumption  and  17  horn  small- 
pox.

—The  Club  de  Engenharia  met  on  the  31st  ult. 
to  discuss  an  opinion  of  a  committee  on  the  water 
question.  As  near  as  we  can  decipher  the  report 
ami  the  speeches  the  Club  thinks  the  water-works 
should  continue  under  the  control  of  the  stale  in 
general  and  under  that  of  the  municipality  in 
particular,  but  should  be  placed  on  the  footing  of 
an  industrial  enterprise.  The  practical  recom- 
mendations, as  usual,  are  not  clearly  apparent. 

—An  official  reception  was  given  at  the  city 
palace  on  the  29th,  the  birthday  anniversary  of  the 
Princess  Imperial,  at  which  were  present  the  for- 
eign diplomatic  and  consular  corps,  the  cabinet, 
and  oilier  high  officials  and  persons  of  distinction. 
The  internuncio  addressed  the  Princess  in  behalf  of 
the  diplomatic  corps.  The  day  was  observed  by 
the  closing  of  the  public  departments,  but  the 
custom  house  was  kept  open  and  there  was  no 
interruption  of  business.

The  1S0  who  came  down  from  Sao 
Paulo  on  the  30th  had  been  advised  that  the  gov- 
ernment would  send  them  back  lo  Europe  free  of 
expense,  and  when  they  found  ibis  untrue  they 
asked  to  be  sent  back  to  S.io  Paulo.  It  is  a  dis- 
grace to  keep  those  poor  wretches  moving  about  in 
this  way.  The  Jontal  is  informed  that  the  gov- 
ernment is  willing  to  send  back  only  the  widows 
whose  husbands  have  died  in  Brazil.  If  this  is 
correct,  then  let  it  be  advertised,  and  let  us  have 
an  end  to  these  shameful  deceptions. 

— The  representation  of  The  Huguenots  at  the 
opera-house  on  the  evening  of  the  29th  was  post- 
poned because  of  some  misunderstanding  between 
the  emprezatio,  Musella,  ami  the  tenor,  Cardinalli. 
The  result  has  been  that  Musella  has  suspended  all 
representations  for  15  days,  and  has  called  Cardi- 
nalli and  the  chorus-singers  before  the  police 
authorities  for  breach  of  contract.  On  the  30th  the 
latter  appeared  before  the  police  and  asked  for 
protection  and  that  Musella  lie  compelled  to  give 
them  their  passports  so  that  they  may  return  home 
before  their  means  are  exhausted.  It  is  an  amus- 
ing squabble,  especially  to  those  who  have  paid  for 
the  season  in  advance.  Those  who  seek  to 
educate  our  artistic  senses  are  making  a  grand 
farce  of  it.  On  the  2nd  inst.,  it  may  be  added, 
(lie  Jorttal  announces  that  the  controversies  in  the 
company  have  been  amicably  settled,  the  contract 
will  be  fulfilled,  and  Musella  will  undertake  lo 
place  Lo  Sehtavo  uu  the  stage.
